aristatle, that the surprise end is 
the best." 


How did Kenny arrive at his 


conclusions. He first gathered the 
30 jokes from college humor pub- 
lications, from the works 
of

would really call naughty." 


Next he chose 114 University of 


British Columbia students and di- 
vided them into two groups. 


The first group went over 
the 


30 jokes and rated them in three 
ways—those witk, .predictable end- 
ings, those of moderate ' expecta- 
tion and those with surprise end- 
ings. 


The second 
group of students 


evaluated the same jokes on a hu- 
mor rating scale—very funy, fun- 
ny, slightly funny, neutral, slightly 
disagreeable, unpleasant and high- 
ly unpleasant.

rated highest, Dr. Kenny submits 
this one: 


Coed: I'd like to see the captain 


of this ship.
